Infant Celluloid Needs

Tcﬂder C‘rﬂ from
Its Keepers

Before saying anything about the oars of
the fim, Yot 1t be recorded in the mont des
cided fashion that the life of the fAlm ihe
dustiy I8 the lfe of the Alm. If Yhe Alm
s not properly looked after by the &=
change, It deterlorates rapidly, thearafors
the number of rentals on that one prifit are
cut down. The matter of the cure of the
Aim, therefors, Is apparently the most Ime
bortant in this great Indostry.

The publle has an idea, as have many
exhibitors, that a Alm s shipped In and out
of an exchangs as fast it ean ba hane
Ao They loss sight of the fact that it
00 be examined and oftentimes cleansd
nfter sach exhibitor han used 1. Ons thi
thee publie does know 8 when a film ie |
boad condition, and in nine casea out of ten
the exhibitor In told so by his patrons, He
in turn sends In higfelalin to the exchange,

It in sad, but too trus, that nearly svery
operator doca not yet renlize that he should
handle the fim from any exchange as he
would han g0 much Lrittle glass, Too
many of thém pay IHtle attention to the
manner in whioch they rewind it and put {t
into the film cases to return to the exchange
A little perateh or break here and theres s
Just & mus Leife, - Thoso mere trifles ars
far too many st this times and naturally
the poor condition of that flm is hastenad.
Perhaps In this exchange we are mora fors
tunnte, buving alwavs charged the exhibitbr
for any damaged fllim recelved Many times/
this lends to argument (friendly, of course),
but when that exhibitor in shown how wa
exnming our reels, In nearly every case he
Is willing to take the blame,

Just to glve one an idea an to how mueh
care taken of the flim In an exchange
ruch ns ours hers in Philadeiphin: We have
Ave Ins wors, the best that ean ba pros
curad, and an cxperienced chemint, who uns
derstands the cleaning of the ilm. When a
tenture or slugle recl pleture in received in
the exchange from the manufacturer It Is
put through our projecting machine to wee
{ thers I8 anything the matter with I, Tak-
ing for granted that such is not the case,
the film In placed in the fireproof vault, or
shipped out to the first run customer. When
It Is recelved back In the exchange from this
exhibitor the fiim la glven to one of the In-
wpoectors, who curefully examines each roal,
muking a written report. This report goes

nms

| to the head inspectar, and If thers is any

dumage thit will have to be attended to it
is taken up with the manager. 1f the film
In in & solled condition it is turned over to
thi cleaner. This cleaner takes off all fore
elgn matter, but ench reel of film has to be
put through as many as five to ten times,
necording to the condition it s In, It s a
steadfast rule that ne film efall leave the
exchange until a written report has been
made. This effectively stops any fllm from
leaving the exchange in poor condition.
Giolng back to the Incpector's table agaln,
wa mtund at her side a few minutes and
watch how she works. The regular rewind-
Ing set |» used with handles on both re-
winders, so that the filin can be turned both
wavs., The Inapector thrends up the Alm
and turns slowly with the right hand, hold-
ing tha fingers of the left hand on both
edges of the film, In this manner any
broken sprocket holes or bad patoches are
noticed, Bad wpr t holes, provided they
are single, ara “"A'DY—that fs, the sharp
edgen are cut away. If theres nre more than
one, the plecs must be taken out. The in-
spoctor uses her polssors, taking out the bad
part, and placing the edges of tha film (o=
g ther In what |8 known as o “patch plate”
» devjoe that brings the sprocket holes pers
b.utly together when making a patch. This
pame method must be used whenever bad
seratehes of damldge of varfous kinds Is
digeovered. It can ensily be seen that when
i length of film s tanken out. sometimes
spolling a very dramatic spot in the film,
this must be replaced by the exchange, the
game being ordered from the manufacturer.
It s generally known that the law in-
alsts ghat the Nims be kept in freproof
yaults or cabinets, and that they ‘be carrled
in metal Areprool cases. Kach
roel 18 held tightly by a band, but In some
cases, hecause of negligence on the part of
the shipper in returning the Ailm to the ex-
chnnge, these bands nre not fitted tightly,
with the result sometimen that several fest
